You will recall that I talked with you regard- 
ing a complaint by an attache of Port Sheridan, that Agent 
Jefferson had not properly handled a motor vehicle theft 
case in which two soldiers were involved* 

This case was re-presented to a Grand Jury at 
Chicago, Illinois, an Indictment returned, the subjects 
entered pleas of '’Guilty' 1 and were sentenced by Judge 
Wilkerson to fifteen days in Cook County Jail at Chicago, 
on September 21st, 1926. 

A few days ago as I came through the Hall by the 
telephone switchboard 1 * I observed Agent Jefferson exhibiting 
a check to Mrs. Bentosch and heard him say, "they don't 
know any better". He also showed it to me and I saw it was 
a check for $25.00 drawn by Christiansen, who, I believe, is 
a brother of one of the defendants. Agent Jefferson told 
me at the time tha.t he was going to return the check and 
offered it to me in order that I could be sure it would be 
returned. I told him I had confidence in his intention to 
return it and cautioned him that he could not afford to have 
his record criticized for $25.00. He assured me he would 
return it.

If you concur in this, let me suggest that an outside 
Agent be assigned to that duty. 

Agent Jefferson is extremely sensitive. He would 
bitterly resent any investigation of his acts by a Local 
Agent and it would be very distastful to ary of the local 
Agents to do so. 

Agent Jefferson has the confidence of the local Agents. 

By that, I mean the Agents who know him best believe he is 
above reproach; that the check was sent by a person with no 
sense of the proprieties. 

At present there is a remarkable spirit of co-operation 
and complete harmony in the Chicago Office. There is not the 
slightest tinge of jealousy, friction, or ill will among any 
. of the employees. It is highly desirable that this condition 
continue, and I fear that if I direct an investigation of 
this nature that it will not continue. 

Another feature that makes it very embarrassing to me is 
that no matter what the result ef Jbhe investigation, there 
will be the thought in the minds of many, that I, a 
Southerner, am trying to "get" Jefferson. 

In fairness to /Agent Jefferson, I want to say that other 
cases, handled by other agents, ate meeting with no more 
success than attended this case. There is not an excess 
of enthusiasm among some of the Assistants to the U. S. 
Attorney for prosecution and it coaid happen that an 
Assistant would agree on a penalty, provided a plea of 
"Guilty" were entered by the defendants. 

Agent Jefferson has repeatedly assured me that he makes 
no recommendation to the Assistants of the U. S. Attorney 
in the cases handled by him.

Agent Jefferson, who is colored, is 4:5 years of age; is mafk’Icdy 
is a legal resident of the State of Illinois, and possesses a high 
school education. He applied for appointment on June SG, 19SS, at 
which time he gave as references the late Ilartin B. Hadden, Member of 
Congress; Mr. J. 0. Austin, President of the Austin Special Service 
Company; a subsequent application dated ITovenber 8, 19S5, gives as 
references Mr. L. S. Hungerford, General Manager of the Pullman Co.; 
and I,b?. Charles B. Obemyer, Attorney, Chicago. Jefferson was employed 
by the Thiel Detective Service Company as investigator and in charge 
of employment from 1902 to 1920. Letters received from Congressman 


Madden indicate that Jefferson was from his district in Chicago and he 
was particularly anxious to have him appointed. It does not appear 
that a character investigation was ever made in this case. Agent in 
Charge James P. Rooney of the Chicago Office was asked to interview 
the applicant, however , and on September 9, 1922, he reported that 
Jefferson impressed him as a man who would be subservient and willing 
and that apparently he was intelligent. Ho added, however, that it 
would be almost impossible to find sufficient work to keep Jefferson 
busy in the Chicago Office and that if he were appointed he would have 
to be used as a general utility man around the office most of the time. 



Jefferson was appointed a Special Agent by letter of September 20, 
1922, with salary at the rate of Q7.00 per day. His headquarters were 
fixed at Chicago, where he has been stationed since that time. He appar- 
ently entered on duty September 25, 1922. His compensation was increased 
to <j7.00 from April 1, 1923, to June 30, 1923, when it reverted to (>7.00 
per day, plus the bonus. Ilis salary was increased to .)8.00 per day, ef- 
fective January 16, 1924. 


Under date of May 20, 1924, Agent in Charge James P. Rooney of the 
Chicago Office reported that while Agent Jefferson’ s attitude toward 
his work and the quality of his work were generally good, his sphere of 
operation was limited because he was colored. On May 24, 1924, the Act- 
ing Director of the Bureau, I.S?. Hoover, submitted a memorandum to Mr. 
Holland, citing Rooney’s statement that Jefferson’s sphere of operations 
was considerably limited because he was a negro and recommending that 
his release from the service be approved. This memorandum was signed by 
Attorney General Gtone but was not dispatched. On June 10, 1924, Agent 
in Charge Roonoy was requested to furnish further information concerning 


Agent Jefferson’s work and ability. Agent Rooney’s reply on June 15, 
1924, stated that due to the race prejudice in Chicago colored agents 
could not accomplish as much investigative work as white agents, but 
added that a white agent could not meet with the same success as a 
colored agent among the black race and therefore he saw no objection 
to Jefferson’s continuing in the service. 


By letter dated IToveribor 8, 1924, Agent in Charge Philip Hamlin of 
the Chicago Office commended Agents Y/alter K. Hood and Jefferson for 
their work in connection with the case TUN CC" UNITY DRY GOODS STCRB , 
bankruptcy. 


Under date of November 25, 1924, Agent in Charge Hamlin stated as 
follows concerning Agent Jefferson: ’’Good, capable and efficient agent, 

limited by his race, otherwise as efficient as others placed in the 
suggested .')! 3,000 class. Is deserving of the ;„:100 . increase in any event.” 
Jefferson’s salary was increased to 02,800 per annum, effective December 
1 , 19 24 . 


On February 13, 1925, a letter was received from Agent in Charge 
Hamlin in which he stated that Jefferson was a capable and efficient 
agent, painstaking in his work and extremely loyal to the Bureau. This 
letter also stated that Agent in Charge Rooney had advised Jefferson that 
he (Jefferson) might secure an increase in salary through political 
influences, for which Agent Rooney was admonished by the Bureau. Agent 
Jefferson’s allocation was changed from CAP 7 to CAP 8 effective Pebru- 
ary 19, 1925. 


Efficiency rating on Earch 20, 1925, by Agent in Charge Hamlin gave 
Agent Jefferson 81$. Ho remarks. 

Prom report of inspection by Inspector T. B. Unite, dated April 28, 
1925: "Agent Jefferson is the colored agent of the office. This agent 

had before coming to the Bureau several years experience .in the Thiel 
Detective Agency and makes a good agent among the colored people in Chi- 
cago; has the appearance of a good, sensible negro."

Agent Jefferson’s salary was increased to 02,900 per annum, effect- 
ive August 1, 1925. 

Under date of July 1, 1925, Agent in Charge R. A. Darling of the 
Chicago Office rated Jefferson at 87$, stating: "Colored man; excellent 

personal appearance. I find his work thorough, painstaking and intelli- 
gent. Consider him better Agent for general assignments than some white 

agents in office. Have not restricted him to investigations involving 
colored race. Extremely polite, and inoffensive." 

Correspondence indicates that Agent Jefferson’s action in attending

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a meeting of negro communists in Chicago on October 25, 1925, without 
authority to do so, caused undesirable publicity and Bureau letter of 
November 9, 1925, to Agent in Charge B. J. Brennan advised Jefferson 
of the Director* s displeasure at the procedure followed by him in this 
matter. 

Efficiency rating of January 1, 19 2G, by Agent in Charge Brennan 
gave Jefferson 88;$. Mr. Bre nna n stated that Jofferson was doing good 
work among colored people. 

On April 30, 1926, Agent in Charge 1,1. 3P. Blackmon rated Jefferson 
at 89,o, stating that he was conscientious and dependable, and valuable 
for investigative work among negroes. 

On September 30, 1926, Agent Jefferson was given a rating of 835$ 
by Agent in Charge Frank J. Blake, who stated, "Colored. A fairly good 
agent. Unusually willing. *' 

Effective October 1, 1926, Jefferson’s salary was increased to 
$3,000 per annum. 

There appears correspondence in October, 1926, which indicates 
that Agent Jefferson received a check from one Christiansen, a brother 
of a defendant in a Motor Vehicle Theft Case. Agent in Charge Blake 
reported that the check was evidently sent to Jefferson by a person 
with no sense of the proprieties and that Jefferson had returned the 
check to the maker. Bureau letter of October 30, 1926, stated that no 
further investigation should be made of the matter and no action was 
taken . 

Inspector Egan, in a report dated March 11, 1927, stated: "This 

is the only colored Agent at the Chicago Office and I consider him very 
far below the average. His cases as a whole have all been neglected, 
mien I talked to him about this matter he told me that he did not know 
that he had certain cases assigned to him. That would probably answer 
for one or two cases but when there are so many it can not be accepted. 
Another thing, while at Chicago I could not find file ^26-696 or 26-873. 
Both of these files were loaned by Agent Jefferson to Assistant District 
Attorney LaRue. I sent this Agent to the United States Attorney’s Office 
to get the files. He came back and informed me that he wa s unable to 
locate the files in the United States Attorney’s office and only one had 
been located when I left Chicago.” Mr. Egan's report listed twelve cases 
which had been neglected by Agent Jefferson. 

Bureau letter of March 19, 1927, called Agent Jefferson’s attention 
to his failure to render certain semi-monthly reports.

On Marcia 31, 1927, Agent in Charge Blalce gave Agent Jefferson 
a rating of 87$, stating: ’’Colored. A very useful agent at Chicago. 

Bandies ordinary investigations involving national Motor Thefts and 
Uhite Slave Traffic features well. Is particularly useful in locating 
persons evading service of processes. An increase in salary is recom- 
mended." Jefferson’s salary was increased to ‘ s )! 3>100 per annum effect- 
ive April 1, 1927. 

Under date of October 1, 1927, Agent in Charge 11. B. Blackmon of 
the Chicago Office rated Jefferson at 87$, stating that he was capable 
of handling ordinary investigations. 

Agent Jefferson was reported on as follows by Inspector Bgan on 
October 12, 1927, following an inspection of the Chicago Office: "This 

is the only colored agent in the Chicago Office. He was appointed in 
September, 1923, and received a rating of 87$ on the last efficiency 
sheets. The Agent in Charge informed me that he can handle ordinary 
investigations, and that he rated him higher than he should be rated 
because as an Agent he doesn’t third: much of him, but that he is a 
political power in and about Chicago, in particular with Congressman 
Madden. This Agent’s annual leave was up on the first of October, but 
he did not show up until October 6th when the Agent in Charge called him 
on the telenhone. Bor the time between the first and the sixth he sub- 
mitted sick leave slip, but I am of the opinion that this Agent was sick 
because he looked bad when he did report." "I interviewed him while at 
Chicago, and while he has a good appearance and is desirous of pleasing, 
he is very slow and dumb in my opinion. The last time I was in Chicago 
he had misplaced a file, or delivered it to the United States Attorney, 
\and they were unable to find it in the Chicago Office. This time there 
I was also a file missing, being Ho. 47-303. This matter was again called 
Ito his attention, and he has promised to be more careful with the files 
in the future." Mr. 3gan listed three cases which had been neglected by 
Agent Jefferson. 

The Bureau wrote Jefferson on Hovember 2, 1927, with respect to 
his failure to locate the file when Mr, ilgan was in Chicago and also 
concerning the cases which had been neglected by him. 

Under date of January 19, 1928, the Bureau wrote Agent Jefferson 
relative to the receipt of his expense account for the previous month 
subsequent to the tenth day of the month. 

On March 31, 1928, Agent in Charge Blackmon rated Jefferson at 
8Tjj$, remarking that ho was valuable for investigative work among color- 
ed people . 

A letter from Agent in Charge Blackmon on August 14, 1928, stated 
that Agent Jefferson had not been given training in bankruptcy work . 


Agent in Charge Blaclcaon rated Jefferson at 80^ on September 

1 29, 1928, stating: "Colored. Valuable for investigative work among 

colored people. Lacks familiarity with the Manual of Rules and Regula- 
tions. Hakes simple errors in his reports." This rating was reduced 
to 70p by the Director, Hr. ITathan recommending it bo cut to 73^$. 

. Hr. Egan inspected the Chicago Office on October 11, 1928, and 
stated that Jefferson only answered three out of ten questions correct- 
ly in a tost on the Llanual and that he considered him "awfully slow, 
dumb, and far below the average. I consider the rating far too high." 
Inspector Egan listed nine cases which had been neglected by Jefferson. 

The Bureau wrote Jefferson on November 8, 1928, advising him that 
the result of the test given him on the Llanual was unsat isf actors 7- . 


Under date of November 22, 1928, Agent in Charge E. J. Connelley 
of the Chicago Office addressed a memorandum to Agent Jefferson listing 
twelve reports submitted by Jefferson which had to be rewritten and cor- 
rected. He was advised by Hr. Connelley in this memorandum that his 
careful attention to avoiding such errors in the future would be necess- 
ary. 

Agent Jefferson reported late for duty at the Chicago Office on 
January 9, 1929. He stated his late arrival was due to the fact that 
he had an attack of indigestion and the Bureau accepted the explanation.

Reference is made to your letter of July 24th, - 
1929, in regard to further report in thirty days upon the capab- 
ilities of Agent Jefferson. 


Previously I had gone into the details of each 
correction as made in his work from time to time, which correc- 
tiofls ..were made in practically every report submitted by him. 

This necessarily takes up considerable time of the Agent in Charge 
as sometimes it is easier to dictate a new report than it is to 
correct a report prepared in improper manner, in order to set up 
all the details necessary and in the form desired. I again went 
over in close detail all of his faults with him, as to the manner 
of conducting investigations and the manner of reporting thereon, 
and again giving him the reason for the most recent corrections 
in his work. He assumed what I considered a hostile attitude at 
the tome, however he advises me now that he did not intend to 
create this impression and that he was not hostile. He said he 
could not be expected to do his best while under probation in 
this manner, also that he could not get the best results knowing 
that I was checking him. However he could not cite an instance 
in which any correction was not based upon fact and necessity. 

He then made the conjecture that my report on him would necessar- 
ily be unfavorable in thirty days. After considerable time with 
him on several occasions, he appeared to agree that it was up to 
him as to the re stilts he accomplished in the next thirty days, 
and that the report would be based upon his efforts during such 
time. 
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It is believed that he has really tried in the past thirty 
days, and in fact I believe that his efforts have been an improve- 
ment upon his previous efforts. However 1 believe this tends only 
to indicate that possibly he has let down in the past on his work* 
It is believed that no amount of effort on his part will make up 
for what is believed to be his lack of capabilities. His capab- 
ilities are apparent, it is believed, from the fallowing efforts 
made by him to prepare reports recently, after he had been warned 
by letter and conversation, and he advising that he was doing his 
best, he stating that he was working long hours, taking his work 
home with him to write up, etc. 

In this connection he has submitted only a limited number of 
reports during the month, inasmuch as he had old cases requiring 
attention, and few new cases were assigned to him. In connection 
with the reports he has submitted, the following corrections have 
been necessary as to each; 

Pile 26—2628, July 30th, 1929 , in which case he was 
endeavoring to apprehend Edward Poole and Lulu Bright, 
Fugitives, it is believed that he did put in long and 
earnest effort on this. However it developed that the 
parties he was covering were two other parties visiting 
with the brother of Lulu Bright, and could, it is be- 
lieved, have been eliminated as being the subjects early 
in his investigation. It was necessary to correct his 
report on this in order to show that we expected to 
apprehend subjects here when we requested certified 
copy of complaint and warrant from St .Louis, and that 
this was based upon the suspicion that the parties who 
proved to be Wanda Nelis and Erick Koreen were subjects. 

Also, this report was corrected to show that based upon 
certified copy of warrant and complaint we caused 
fugitive warrant to be issued here, which had been cover- 
ed in the synopsis but not in the details. Also, the 
date in the synopsis was given as July 16th, whereas 
the corrected date as set out in the details is July 
18th, 1929. 

In File 31-1709, July 23, 1929, in writing this report 
up, due to poor writing the name appeared to be CLANDY 
instead of CLAUDY, the latter being correct. Report was 
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written up with error in question as indicated above, read and 
initialed by him, and passed as correct without detecting this# 
Also in preparing synopsis in this report he failed to cover 
the fact that non est return had been made and subject arrested 
and arraigned before the Commissioner# He also failed to show 
Fugitive Located in the synopsis# He also failed to sh&w the 
word "Fugitive* in the titlfe# This particular report was of 
some length, and it was necessary for me to practically re- 
write same in its entirety , in order to get it in its proper 
sequence, and in order to set out the data to show definitely 
just what we had done in this case# Also in passing this 
report he failed to indicate the necessary statistics on the 
abstract slips as to sentence and conviction# 

In File 26-2614, July 29th, 1929, in re: Fritz Kohnle, he 
reported the name of the DeLuxe Motor Cab Co# as DeLux, . 
using such name a number of times in the report, when he 
very readily could have obtained the correct name from the 
Telephone Directory# He hlso indicated that he had placed 
cover on the mail of a Mrs# Oakley in the synopsis, but fail- 
ed to cover this in the details# 

In File 26-1680, July 29th, 1929, he continued to use the 

term "P.0.0#" instead of "PENDING" •

In File 26-2520, July 26th, 1929, which was a report I had 
corrected previously he evidently had re-written same in its 
entirely and it was given to the stenographer for writing, 
and he had included data© to recovery of an automobile, which 
had already been covered, making it necessary that this 
report be corrected a second time and re-written# 

In File 26-2520, July 3,1929, a parole report, this report 
had been corrected to show that the condition of subject’s 
family was poor, and it was transcribed as "formerly poor", 
and he then passed and initialed this report without detec- 
ting this error, although he had the corrected copy available# 

In File 17-55* July 30th, 1929, William HiNixon, it was ne@§ss- 

ary to practically re-write this entire report for reason that 
he did not cover all of his activities, especially as to the 
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act ion in causing the apprehension of a party here who proved 
not to be subject Nixon# Also, it took him fraaiMtrcifo' 6th to 
July 29th, 1929, to get out a report, although same had been 
called to his attention from time to time. The synopsis was 

re-written in order to make same properly descriptive of the 
details • 

In File 26—1864, August 4th, 1929, we were the office of origin 
and Agent Jefferson had been making effort to locate one EUGENE 
FOUNTAIN (colored) FUGITIVE, and pending the making of a report 
on same this case was concluded by New Orleans, the office of 
prosecution, due to the fact that the indictment had been 
nolle d as per report of June 20th, 1929. This case was called 
to Mr. Jefferson’s attention with instructions to close as per 
report of New Orleans showing that the indictment had been 
nolled. Also, at the time of inspection here by Mr. Egan, 
he again called this case to Mr. Jeffers on’s attention, July 
12th, 1929. Agent Jefferson then continued, according to his 
story to me, to make effort to locate this party here in 
Chicago, putting in rather long hours on same, and then sub- 
mitted report showing he was still endeavoring to apprehend 
him, when all it was necessary to do was to make a short 
report closing the case. This is believed to be representa- 
tive of his ability to analyze what he is supposed to do on a 
case, especially if same represents any complications whatever. 

In File 26-2570, August 5th, 1929, Henry W. Nelson, et al, 
being report submitted in about five pages, it was necessary 
for me to re-write this report practically in its entirety, 
this only being possible due to the close contact with him 
during the time he was conducting investigation, and same 
was re-written in the main for the purpose of covering all 
matters we wanted covered to date in order to make the syn- 
opsis and details agree, especially in order to cover in the 
details everything that he referred to in the synopsis. The 
title was corrected to show that same had previously been 
reported differently. 

^il® 26—826, August 15th, 1929, report in this case had 
been corrected by Agent Spears who was acting, and same 
incorrectly transcribed and passed and initialed by Agent 
Jefferson who had the corrected copy before him, without 
detecting the errors therein. 
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In File 26-2246, August 5th, 1929, Yifilmer Wilson, he submitted 
report setting up that he had checked all previous leads at 
Chicago* Illinois, Indiana Harbor and East Chicago, Indiana, 
without saying what he had done* As had previously been 
called to his attention this was not desired as it was imposs- 
ible to detenaine what efforts he had made upon the case, and 
this was returned to him with instructions to set out separ- 
ately each and every lead he had checked and what he had done 
upon the leads in question. . 


The above represents a number of reports as submitted practic- 
ally at the same time, and the next reports submitted by him were sub- 
mitted about August 16th, 1929, which are his most recent reports and 
in which the following corrections were made: 

In File 75-44, August 16, 1929, this was a file with a fugitive 

as well as a collection on a forfeited bond, and after having ■ 

same for about one month the only thing he showedthat had been 

done was to check the records of the TJ.S. Clerk, Marshal, and 

U.S. Attorney, and to confer with the Assistant U. S. Attorney 

as to what further action had been taken on the bond forfeiture 

> 

without any reference to the possible location of the fugitive* 
Also he indicated in this report that a copy was being sent to 
£he Buffalo office, which office has been closed* 

In File 26-2113, August 16, 1929, he was engaged upon the case 
for about two days and nothing being accomplished he then sub- 
mitted it to the U.s. Attorney, and in making report failed to 
furnish copy to the U.S. Attorney* 

In File 26-2681, August 16, 1929, in submitting the case to the 
U.S. Attorney he refers to subject as SAM DENMA, and then sub- 
mitted report referring to him as SAM DAMMA, without giving 
any explanation as to the difference in the names. In his 
notes it is indicated that the name of the owner is SSAUMHESSY, 
which is probably correct, and then throughout his report he 
referred to the owner as SHAUNNESY. Also, there were a number 
of other minor errors in the writing up of same, namely giving 
date of 1223 for 1923, and the synopsis was too long, without 
incorporating sufficient matter to cover the details, requiring 
that ..I re-write the synopsis. 


Also, as to the subject Paul Bauchamp, he had several aliases 
which were not referred to in the title. He refers to DAMMA 
•as being Italian', without showing him as an Alien, and when 
questioned as to this he advised that subject is in reality 
American born. 

In File 26-2487, August 16* 1929, in the synopsis he had shown 
that the case had been submitted to Assistant U.S.Attorney 
Leaton, and in the details he indicated that he had submitted 
same to Assistant U.S.Attorney Norris. Also in this case I had 
prepared a memorandum in the file for him to see Cox of the 
Auto Detail, who was handling the State case, and without cov- 
ering this in His report he checked .the c„ourt records and found 
that subject had become a fugitive in the State Courts. He then 
submitted same to the U.S.Attorney, who authorized the closing 
of the case, but Agent Jefferson failed to obtain the usual 
letter for submission of a case to the U.S.Attorney. 

In File 26-2662, August 16th, 1929, he made a number of changes 
in the title as to the subject involved without referring to the 
fact that it had previously been reported differently. As to 
the description of Gilliam, he failed to indicate that he was 
American, color of eyes and his weight. Also he set up 
Ostrowski as apparently an Alien, failing to give the color 
of eyes and weight, and when questioned as to this he advised 
that Ostrowski was in reality American born. He also failed 
to indicate the alias of TIERI, and failed to indicate a 
reference to report of Agent Sherry, dated July 18th, 1929. 

He also set up in the undeveloped lead that we would interview 
NICK AUGUSTINE , Calumet City, a Notary, and failed to cover 
in the details any reference to this notary or the reason 
why we were interviewing him or on what he based his belief 
that Augustinp was at Calumet City. He also made reference to 
a sworn statement he had obtained from Gilliam and then cross- 
ed this out without further reference in order that such 
statement might be incldded in the report. He also failed to 
make any mention of sworn statement he had. obtained from subject 
Ostrowski, and in referring to a bill of sale which he had been 
given he left out material details. He had obtained sample of 
the handwriting of' Tieri, which proved conclusively that Tieri 
had signed such bill of sale as Frank Marillo, and then failed to 
make any mention of this in his report. Also, he failed to 
make any reference to the fact that he had interviewed the owner 
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of Oakland car recovered as to which sworn statement had been 
furnished* Also, as to Tieri he gave his nationality as 
Italian, and when questioned as to this he stated that he was 
American born* As to description of Gilliam he left out 

certain details although he had personally interviewed this 
party* 


From time to time as these corrections have been made 
they have been called personally to the attention of Agent Jefferson 
and explained to him* In view of the above corrections which it has 
been necessary to make in his work it is readily apparent the time 
it takes for the Agent in Charge to supervise same, and in view of 
the nature of the work he has submitted for the past thirty days, 

I do not believe I can report any differently than as previously 
covered in my letter of July 17th, 1929*

This agent received a rating of 71. on the last efficiency sheets, agent in 
Charge informed ae that he is only qualified to handle routine Batters; that he 
is unable to prepare reports, notwithstanding he is given specific instructions 
as to what should go into each and every report; that the Agent in Charge has to 
issue written instructions to him concerning practically every case he is as- 
signee! to. The Agent in Charge considers him far below the average. 
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This Agent entered on duty in September, 1922. He is 47 years of Age. His pref- v 
crence is Chicago. He is not an attorney. He receives $3200 . 00 per year. His <y^ 
government property was inspected.

As previously stated In this report, I dictated By criticism of his cases in his 
presence. At the completion of the dictation, he asked me if he oould talk to 
me and I told him 1 would be glad to talk to him. He stated to me that he did not 
believe that he was getting fair treatment on account of his color, and I told hia 
to get that idea out of his head, because X reviewed his work only and not his 
race. He then stated that he did not believe that I was not fair to him, but that 
the Agent in Charge was not fair; so 1 asked him to be more specific and set out 
what he meant. He then stated that when he writes his reports, they are reviewed 
by the Agent in Charge and practically everyone is changed and has to be we-writtea. 
So I asked him to bring in seme of his reports on which corrections had been made, 
so that I could review them with him and point out hia shortcomings . I went over 
cme or two of his reports, and satisfied this Agent that it was his inefficiency and 
not hie color which was being criticised. Toward the end of this Interview, he 
agreed with ms that the condition of his cases was not what it should be and he ad- 
mitted that he was «*ong in each and every instance. However, he stated that he 
had spent considerable time on the Baldwin mss. I then took up with him the exact 
time that he had spent on this ease and the time he had since that time available 
tp bfing his other cases up to date » I told him that myself or any agent in that 
office to be successful could not work from 9 to 5; that if he was unsuccessful dur- 
ing the day in his interviews, as he stated he was, to try and make such calls in 
the evening; that he was to study the Manual thoroughly and write hia reports in 
accordance tterewlth; that at the present time s brand new agent could write a 
report and writs the same correctly if he followed the instructions. 

X concluded the interview with this Agent leaving him with the opinion that he was 
to blame aid no one else, and he admitted it before he left the roam. He promised 
me that he would do everything in hia power to iaprove. 


Hot only did X have a frank talk with him, but 1 took his assignment cards and 1 
lined up his work for him so that he could go about his investigations in a system- 
atic way. After he finally got onto what I meant ha told me that he believed that 
he would be able to do his work and do it properly, mad that he would put in over- 
time if necessary to bring and keep hie oases up to date. 


This man is tar; below the average mentally, and at the least criticism will bring 
up the matter of hie color, which I told him was absolutely the wrong attitude to 
take, and I believe seme improvement will be shown, but it is impossible to teach 
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oSbls agent anything, and frost the condition of his eum at the present time, 
and his attitude, which I think I have corrected temporally at least, I re- 
spectfully recoEHaond that his resignation he requested.

I reported to him each day while in Indianapolis and when 
excused by Hr, Ward I was instructed by special agent Hennegar, 

who was in full charge of this work, to give ray attention to 
the leads sent out in various reports which have been sent to 

Chicago in view of locating owners of cars purchased from the 
Baldwin Brothers, Also to trace bogus bills of sales and 
notary publics. 

My understanding was that the Baldwin work was to 
take priority over all other work, and I frankly admit that 

I became so enthused in the investigation and the success of 

same, that I lost sight of all other matters, knowing that 
you desired a successful prosecution of this case. 

Special Agent Bowling, whom' I worked with on this 
case, did the preparation of the report, and I did the principal 
investigation work, for which I received a meagre mention. 

Hr. Conneley is full$_ aware that I should not be censured for 
the condition of my work at that time. 

As to my work since receipt of your letter of July 24, 
1929, I seemed to have failed to the extent of making good, 
not because I am incompetent, although I work under a great 
handicap, being deprived of the use of a stenographer* which 
does not meet with the approval of Mr. Connelley. I am forced 

to transcribe my orief notes made in the course of investigation, 
to longhand and submit same to Mr. Donnelley. 

Wien an agent has worked hard all day he is not in shape 
to write his report in longhand, and the assistance of a sten- 
ographer enables one to collect his thoughts and is less likely 
to error, than when he attempts to write a report in full in 
longhand. 

I am exceedingly sorry, Mr. Hoover, that I have been 

so unjustly placed before you as being solely unfit as an 
Agent. But when you consider the number of years I have 

workdd for you and the number of agents in charge I have 

workdd under, I feel that I am justified in appealing to you 
to stay any drastic and disciplinary actions at this time 

and allow me to prove to you that I am worthy of your consider- 
ation. 

Hr. Donnelley informed me on August 22, 1929, that 


he was- writing you again, stating that he considered me hostile* 

I asked i&r. t»onneley to think of one instance when X had been 
hostile. He stated, "When I talked to you about what I wrote 
the Director, your eyes filled with water." "Xhat showed me 
that you were hostile." 


I said to iir. Donnelley, "I explained to you at the 

time that it greatly pained me to have you place me before the 
Director in such unfavorable light. That I had always given 


each agent axgtf&gxtf&i whom ra I had worked under, my 

best efforts. I told him I was sorry he could see no good in me. 


The report in which your attention was called by 
osiix. Connelley stating that I conferred with the U.S. District 
Attorney at Chicago without first obtaining a letter of author- 
ity from him to do so, was caused by an over- sight on my part 
due to this particular case being one which had been previously 
investigaged, and I failed to note that a letter had not been 
previously presented* which I regret. 

You will note in letter received from Mr. Conneley 
the small nu$i t lper of cases which had oeen assigned to me since 

July 24, 1929. I beg to call your attention at this time I am 
engaged in an automobile investigation in which 32 cars have 
been recovered since August 8 , 1929. This case alone, 
properly handled, is taking up the greater portion of my time, 
and the prospects of further recovery are very bright. This 

matter is being handled by me in connection with other work* 

Mr. Hoover, you are aware that my home is in Chicago, 
and owing to my extensive acquaintance X can serve you to a 

more profitable advantage here than Elsewhere. I am sure that 
my deportment of the past and present does not warrant any 

disciplinary action, and as to neglecting my work, X will do 
all within my power to try to warrant favorable comment from 

Mr. Donnelley in the future. 

May I ask you again before you take disciplinary 
action in my case to peimit me to come to Washington at my 
o wn expense in order that I may set my case before you as 
it should be?

As to the reference in his letter to the work

Since August 31st, 1929, however, there have been 
many material errors, either of commission or omission in uhe re- 
ports as submitted by Agent Jefferson* Memoranda have been submit- 
ted to him by either myself or Agent Spears, who has acted in my 
absence, and as a rule practically everything representing any mat- 
erial effort on the part of Agent Jefferson in the matter of sub- 
mitting reports has been returned to him for correction, which of 
course requires a detailed search of the file and a resume of the 
developments to that time in the investigation* This has requir- 
ed a very close supervision and familiarity with his cases, much 
out of proportion as to the time that should be devoted to any par- 
ticular agent in an office* 


Agent Jefferson it is believed has tried to im- 
prove his work* However due to his capabilities his improvement 
has been limited, if any. S’rom the various criticisms and sugg- 
estions offered as to his cases it will be readily seen that he 
fails to obtain the details of any case with sufficient thorough- 
ness, which coupled with his lack of ability in seating same up 
in report form, leaves much to be supplied later. He takes a great

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and it is apparent that in many instances he has re-written 
one or more times the reports which he has submitted to me for 
approval, which of course then have to be corrected and return- 
ed to him for further effort. A review of the memoranda submit- 
ted to him to date it is believed will bear out this situation, 
copies of which memoranda have been furnished from time to time to 
the Bureau.

As to the matter of MARTIN H. ROST, et al, National Motor Veh- 
icle Theft Act, referred to in the above memoranda* this case was re- 
ported by the Police, which developed into,, a case wherein a number of 
cars were involved, and upon the direct and urgent request of Agent 
Jefferson he was allowed to continue to handle this case, he advising 
that he wished to demonstrate to me his ability to handle an involved 
matter* However as covered in the memorandum above mentioned of Oct* 
7th, 1929, it was necessary to relieve him of this assignment and assign 
same to another agent due to lack of ability on his part to handle it. 
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The above referred to reports as submitted by Agent Jefferson 
represent in the main the efforts of this agent during the period 
reflected, and same are practically all the reports he has submit- 
ted. Due to his efforts on these cases he has had little time to 
handle additional assignments, and not-withstanding the limited num- 
ber of cases assigned to him his cases from time to time have be- 
come delinquent and allowed to lapse for considerable periods of 
time without reports being made upon them. By close contact with 
him I have at no time given him any more work than he can suitably 
cover in a reasonable length of time without allowing same to be- 
come delinquent. 

Following are the number of cases closed or referred upon com- 
pletion by Agent Jefferson during the four months period indicated, 
or a total of eighteen cases closed in four months;

This Agent is 47 years of age, is married x ^nd is a legal 
resident of the State of Illinois* He claims to possess a high 
school education. Previous to his entry into the Bureaus service 
he cla im ed to have been employed by the Thiel Detective Service 
Company as an Investigator and in charge of employment from 1902 
to 1920. He was endorsed by the late Congressman Hadden. Apparently 
no character investigation was made in this case prior to appointment* 


Agent in Charge J. P. Booney, of the Chicago office, stated in 
September, 1922, 1 that it would be almost impossible to find ^sufficient 
work to keep J efferson busy in the Chicago office and tha t if_he.-were 
appointed he would have to be., ussd as a pceneral utility man^arou o d^t^ 
oiTice most of the time.

He was appointed a Special iigent on September 20, 1922, at a 
salary of §7.00 per day. On June 16, 1924, his salary was increased 
to 08. 00 per day. 


Correspondence indicates that Agent Jefferson* s action in 
attending a meeting of negro Communists on October 25, 1925, without^ 
authority, caused undesirable publicity. He was advised of the 
Bureau* s displeasure thereat. ™~”~ ™ 


Inspector Egan, in a report dated L!arch 11, 1927, stated that 
he considered Agent Jefferson far below the average ; that his cases,,, 
as a whole had all been neglected] that he informed him, Inspector 
Egan, that he did not know he had certain cases assigned to him; that 
this might apply to one or two cases but that so many had been neglected 
that this explanation could not be accepted. Inspector Egan*s report 
listed twelve cases which had been neglected by Jefferson. 
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Bureau, letter of March 19.,. 1927, called Agent Jefferson’s 
attention to Ms failure to render certain semi -monthly reports. 

Inspector Egan, in a report dated October 12, 1927, stated 
that Agent Jefferson was very slow and dumb, Ur. Egan listed three 
cases which had been neglected by Agent Jefferson. 

tinder date of September 29, 1928, Agent in Charge Blackmon 
reported that Jefferson lacked familiarity with the Manual of Rules 
and Begulatjons and that he made simple errors in his reports. 


Inspector Egan, on October 11, 1928, reported that Jefferson 
had only answered three out of ten questions correctly on the * formal 

and that he considered him awfully dumb, slow and far below 
the average. Inspector Egan listed ni ne cases which had be en neglected 
by Jefferson. “ " ~ ‘ “ 

Under date of November 22, 1928, Agent in Charge Connelley, 
of the Chicago office, addressed a memorandum to Jefferson listing 
twelve reports submitted by Jefferson which had to be rewritten and 
corrected. Jefferson was advised by Mr. Connelley that his careful 
attention to avoiding such errors in the future would be necessary.

Under date of March 20, 1929, there appears a memorandum from 
Agent in Charge Connelley to Jefferson listing twentv-four ropor+.g 
which it was necessary to rewrite and to otherwise correct and change 
owing to errors of omission or commission by Agent Jefferson. Jefferson 
was instructed by Agent in Charge Connelley to study carefully the 
corrections set out in each report, with special reference to the 
reason therefor, and in the future try to guard against errors o'f a 
similar nature. He was informed, in the same memorandum, that the 
reports referred to constituted the majority of those submitted by 
him during the period. With the corrected reports were submitted the 
original incorrect reports transmitted to the Agent in Charge by 
Jefferson for his perusal, reply, if he thought any reply necessary, 
and educational benefit, if possible. 

Under date of March 31, 1929, Agent in Charge Connelley gave this- 
Agent an efficiency rating of 71.555, wMch is in the unsatisfactory 
class . “ ’ 


Under date of July 17, 1929, appears a copy of a memorandum 
addressed to Agent Jefferson by Agent in Charge Connelley which stated 
that during the time he, Jefferson, was engaged in the investigation 
of the case of Leo Baldwin et al, in conjunction with Agent Boling, 
practically no cases were assigned to him for investigation; that, 
however, sinch such time as he was released from the assignment he 
had had opportunity to devote his time to the cases assigned to him, 
and in connection with the reports submitted by him, Jefferson, for the 
period indicated eight cases had been improperly handled by him both 
in the matter of reporting and investig ative activity; that all of the 

corrections in question had been called to his attention from t i m s to ^ 


time, g.s necessary with, the return of the reports, in some instances 
for correction by Jefferson and in others the reports have been 
rewritten by him, Connelley, with the inclusion of certain pertinent 
data . 


Agent in Charge Connelley, in a letter to the Bureau dated 
July 17, 1929, called attention to these memoranda, stating that 
he had endea vored to teach this Agent to prepare reports in the , 
proper m anner and conduct investigations acc ordingly; that in his, 
’ Sonnelley* s , opinion he was unable to prepare a satisfactory report ; 
that his work and ability were the same as reported by him in 
March, 1929, unsatisfactory; that r ecently Jeff erson had taken a_ 
rather hostile attitude toward the corrections which he, Connelley, 
naa made in his reports. ~ — — — 


Agent Jefferson, under date of July 24, 1929, was advised of. 
the report of Agent i!nnf!hai?ge Connelley, stating that his work and 
capacity were unsatisfactory, and telling him that a further report 
'from Connelley had been requested and that unless said report was 
favorable drastic disciplinary action would be taken. 


Under date of August 9, 1929, Inspector Egan reported that 
Agent in Charge Connelley told him that Jefferson* s work was un^ 
.satisfactory; that he was only qualified to handle routine matters; 
that it was necessary to issue wri tten instructions to him concerning 
practically every case towhich he was assigned , Upon this inspection 
Agent Jefferson conferred with Inspector Egan and told him that he 
thought he was not getting fair treatment because of his color. He 
was advised by Inspector Egan that such was not the case. Inspector 
Egan stated that he went into certain reports and satisfied Jefferson 
that it was his inefficiency and not his color which was being criticized, 
'Inspector Egan stated that toward the end of this interview Jefferson 
agreed with him that the condition of his cases was not what it should be. 
Inspector Egan stated that Jefferson is far below the average mentally; 
that with the least criticism he would bring up the matter of color and 
that it would appear to him, Inspector Egan, to be impossible to expect 
any improvement from this Agent. 

Under date of August 23, 1929 there appears a communication from 
Agent in Charge Connelley to the Bureau reporting further as to 
Jefferson and stating that he had gone over with Jefferson the, matter 
of his deficiencies as to the manner of conducting investigations and 
the manner of reporting thereon. He again stated that Jefferson assumed 
what he, Connelley, considered a hostile attitude but that he apparently 
changed said attitude; that Jefferson stated he could not be expected to 
do his best while under probation; that, however, Jefferson could not 
cite an instance in which any correction was not based unon fact and 
ne cessity. Mr. Connelley stated that he believed no amount of effort on 
Jefferson t s part will make up for what is believed to be his lack of

Mr. Connelley stated 
that from time to time as these corrections have been made they

said work and that he. Connelley, could report no differently from.

Under date of August 26, 1929, a letter was received from 
Agent Jefferson stating that he had conferred with Connelley; that 
his time had been taken up almost entirely with investigative work on 
the Baldwin case; that in certain matters concerning said case he had 
failed to receive the credit due him; that as to his work since the 
receipt of the Bureau’s previous letter he seemed to have failed to 
the extent of making good, not because of his incompetence but because 
he was handicapped, being deprived of the use of a stenographer; that 
he was forced to transcribe his notes in longhand. This procedure 
was followed by Agent in Charge Connelley, of course, owing to the apparent 
incompetency of Jefferson to dictate, thus wasting the time of a stenogra- 
pher as well as his own in the re-writing of his reports. Jefferson 
referred to the number of years he had been with the Bureau and the 
Agents in Charge under whom he had worked. 

Under date of August 28, 1929, a copy of the communication from 
Jefferson was sent to Agent in Charge Connelley. Mr. Connelley was 
told that in each case in the future where Agent Jefferson appeared to 
have committed an error of omission or commission, a memorandum should 
be transmitted to him, calling his attention to this condition and that 
there should be received from him such explanation as he might care to 
make .

from Acting Agent in Charge Spears to Agent Jefferson calling his

Dear Congressman: 

This will no doubt be a surprise to learn that 
my resignation has been requested by Mr.E. J« Hoover, Director, 
Bureau of Investigation, Department of Justice, effective January 
25th, 1930. I am4t loss my dear Cqngressman, to explain the action 
taken by the Department of Justice other than as I had previously 
explained to you. My health has been very bad, which you know. 

For the past year I have lost .twenty five pounds, and owing to my 
physical condition I have been unable to give the desired service 
as is required by the Bureau. However, I do not feel that if the 
Director knew my true physical condition that he would have taken 
such drastic action. 


I have been in the^Bervice for the past eight 
years, entering on September 22nd, 1922. I do not think that dur- 
ing that period there has been an occasion .for ma to receive any 
reprimand of any kind, or a black mark against my record. I have 
worked under the administrations of some of the best Agents in 
Charge that we have in the Bureau, namely: Mr. John E. Keith, 

Mr. M. F. Blackmon, Mr. Philip Hamlin, Mr.F.J. Blake, Mr. R. A. 
Darling, and Mr. J. P. Rooney, and Mr. Edward J. Brennan. At no 
time during their administrations have I been reprimanded, aside 
from criticism made by my first employer, J. P. Rooney, who sta- 
ted that he did not feel that a colored man should be in the Bur- 
eau. At the time Mr. Philip Hamlin was appointed Agent in Charge 
he informed me that I had been mis-represented to Vfashington,and 
that he would endeavor to rectify same. During Mr. Hamlin’s ad- 
ministration Mr. Stone, who was Attorney General, and is now one 
of the Chief Justices, came to Chicago, and I was assigned to 
escort him while in Chicago. Mr. Stone informed me on leaving 
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Chicago that I had beenuis-represented in Washington by Mr. Rooney, 
and that he would rectify the matter uoon his return to Washington, 
which hd did, and I received an increase of salary in return. I 
merely set out this matter so that you can present this to the 
Director, and the Attorney General, that they may judge for them- 
selves that there must be something radically wrong at this time 
with me that I should so completely "flop". I can only attribute 
this to the fact that my health was so poor that I could not prop- 
erly do my work. I have not been permitted to have the assistance 
of a stenographer during the administration of Mr. Connelley,and 
that has proven quite a handicap to one who is mot physically fit. 

Mr.Connelley stated that my work required considerable time 
for him to check over same, and that it was a loss of time to the 
Bureau. At no time have I ever used the Bureau’s time,,. £n correct- 
ing my reports. It was necessary to do my writing' "at-home after 
hours, or remain at the office. rv 

I do feel that owing to my physical condition, which prevents 
me from properly functioning, and same having been brought about 
while in line of duty,l should not be so summarily dismissed. 

Sincerely hoping that you will be able to place this matter 
before those whom you think best, and that you willbe able to 
impress them with the wrong that has been done me, I am

$3®n an agent ha© worked hard all day he is not in shape 
to write his report in longhand, and the assistance of a sten- 
ographer enables one to collect his thoughts and is less likely 
to error, than when he attempts to write a report in full in 
longhand . 


I am exceedingly sorry, Mr. Hoover, that I have been 

so unjustly placed before you as being solely unfit as an 
Agent.
